This  annex  to  the  Defense  Manpower  Requirements  Report  (EHRR)  has 
been  prepared  in  compliance  with  Section  115a  of  Title  10,  united 
States  Code.  The  following  subsection  specifies  the  reporting 
requirement: 

(g) (1)  In  each  such  report,  the  Secretary  shall  also  include 
recommendations  for  the  end-strength  levels  for  medical  person¬ 
nel  for  each  component  of  the  armed  forces  as  of  the  end  of  the 
next  fiscal  year. 

(2)  For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  the  term  “medical 
personnel"  includes — 

(A)  in  the  case  of  the  Any,  members  of  the  Medical 
Corps,  Dental  Corps,  Nurse  Corps,  Medical  Service  Corps, 
Veterinary  Corps,  and  Any  Medical  Specialist  Corps; 

(B)  in  the  case  of  the  Navy,  members  of  the  Medical 
Corps,  Dental  Corps,  Nurse  Corps,  and  Medical  Service 
Corps; 

(C)  in  the  case  of  the  Air  Force,  members  designated  as 
medical  officers,  dental  officers.  Air  Force  nurses,  medi¬ 
cal  service  officers,  and  biomedical  science  officers; 

(D)  enlisted  members  engaged  in  or  supporting  medically 
related  activities;  and 

(B)  such  other  personnel  as  the  Secretary  considers 

appropriate . 


This  annex  provides  information  on  the  number  of  medical  personnel 
within  the  Department  of  Defense  included  in  the  President's  Budget  for 
Fiscal  Year  (FY)  1995.  As  specified  in  Title  10,  the  report  portrays 
healthcare  personnel  by  corps  or  designation  for  each  respective 
Military  Department.  Rnlisted  healthcare  personnel  and  civilian 
manpower  figures  are  also  provided. 

As  in  the  core  CNRR,  this  annex  provides  year  end  FY  1993  actual 
strength  data  and  the  programmed  and  budgeted  mod  strength  levels  for 
FY  1994  through  1995.  Glossary  items,  terminology,  descriptions,  and 
explanations  contained  in  the  main  OMRR  body  apply  to  this  annex  as 
well.  For  each  Military  Department,  total  force  data  are  provided  for 
various  personnel  categories.  The  budgeted  end  strength  is  shown  for 
the  active  and  reserve  military  components  as  well  as  the  civilian 
coaponent.  While  these  components  are  defined  in  the  basic  DMRR,  it  is 
Important  to  note  that  the  reserve  coeponent  manpower  requested  by  the 
Department  in  the  President's  Budget  is  limited  to  that  of  the  Selected 
Reserve.  To  meet  total  force  wartime  needs,  the  Military  Departments 
will  also  rely  in  part  on  the  Pretrained  Individual  Manpower  (PIN)

Snd  atrangth  data  rapraaant  tha  manpower  strength  as  of  tha  laat 
day  of  tha  fiacal  year,  and  can  ba  further  identified  as  actual  and 
strength  or  budgeted  and  strength.  Actual  and  atrangth  delineates  tha 
personnel  inventory  as  of  tha  and  of  PY  1993  in  this  annex.  Budgeted 
and  strength  reflects  the  manpower  contained  in  tha  DoD  component's 
budgets.  These  data  are  aggregated,  for  tha  total  medical  force,  by 
each  of  the  healthcare  personnel  categories  identified  in  the  Title  10 
reporting  specifications  for  this  medical  manpower  annex. 

Legislation  Limiting  tedioal  Personnel  Redact ions 

Section  711  of  the  National  Defense  Authorization  Act  for  Piscal 
Year  (FY)  1991  (Public  Law  101-510)  places  limitations  on  the  Military 
Departments  with  respect  to  reductions  in  health  care  personnel.  This 
provision  of  law  prohibits  reductions  in  military  and  civilian  health 
care  personnel  below  the  numbers  of  such  personnel  serving  on  September 
30,  1989,  unless  the  Department  of  Defense  certifies  to  Congress  that 
the  number  of  personnel  being  reduced  is  excess  to  current  and 
projected  needs  of  the  Services  and  that  the  reduction  will  not 
increase  CHAMPUS  costs.  In  addition  to  these  limitations  on 
reductions.  Section  718  of  the  National  Defense  Authorisation  Act  for 
FYs  1992  and  1993  (Public  Law  102-190)  requires  that,  effective  PY 
1992,  the  total  number  of  Navy  officers  serving  on  active  duty  in 
health  professions  specialties  be  not  leas  than  12,510,  unless 
Department  of  Defense  certification  is  accomplished. 

The  Department,  in  compliance  with  the  above  laws,  has  provided  the 
Congress  with  the  required  certification  in  health  care  personnel 
reductions  for  PY  1991  -  1994. 

In  addition.  Section  518  of  the  National  Defense  Authorisation  Act 
for  PY  1993  (Public  Law  102-484),  directs  that  the  number  of  medical 
personnel  in  any  reserve  component  not  be  reduced  below  the  number 
serving  on  September  30,  1992.  The  Navy  (Table  7),  Selected  Reserve 
budgeted  strength  for  PY  1994  is  below  the  September  30,  1992  onboard 
number.  The  Navy  has  retained  authorised  structure,  however,  to  enable 
the  end  PY  1992  end  strength  to  be  achieved  if  recruiting  efforts  are 
successful . 


The  primary  mission  of  the  military  medical  departments  is  to 
ensure  that  a  healthy  fighting  force  is  always  supported  by  a  combat- 
ready  healthcare  system.  The  medical  departments  are  also  responsible 
for  providing  cost  effective  quality  healthcare  benefits  to  active  duty 
members,  retirees,  survivors  and  their  families.  The  Department 
carries  these  medical  readiness  and  healthcaro  responsibilities  to  a 
potential  universe  of  approximately  8  million  uniformed  members  and  DoD 
beneficiaries .
